Peckham bought a firm of 110 acres in 
Portsmouth at n coal of $ 100 an acre, and 
so far as wo can judge he cave for it all 
that it was ivortli. Ilia certain that uolh. 
ing like tho intereit of the money could ho 
obtained as tho results of cultivation, after 
paying expenses. Tbe laud was poor, cov- 
ered 
witb stones and bushes, 
aud in

but had read and thought on Iho subject, 
and adopted liberal vfows of agriculture. 
Moving from the city, he set himself to 
work, first of all lo renovate and improve 
tha ftrui.

quantities of manuro, carting it for miles 
and spreading with an uu»liulcd liaml. 
Ffe 


also purchased ashes 0:1 p. scale that aston- 
ished timid neighbors, who predicted, as 
usual in such cases, a financial failure. \Ve 
remember visiting the farm soon oflcr its 
purchase, and having a share in tbo feeling 
that lha owner wonld soon be glad to rolurn 
fo the city, to make yp tbe losses suffered 
by his experiments in the country. 


Hut Mr. Peckbam like all good farmers 


uad pluck and was full of zeal for 
his 


cause. He kept on, digging out stories,cut- 
" ig tushce, CTterminslinr; (he mrt^<>? flint 
everywhere spread themselves over bis pas- 
tures and meadows, and putting on ashes, 
ground tone, lish, horso manure and whit- 
over elso ho could find suited to his work. 
And he id still at it witb as lively an inter- 
est as at Iho first. 


Now for the results. Tho first year ths 


farm produced about ten tuns of buy. Tho 
second year ho cut about thirty tons', His 
third year sixty,and tho fourth one hundred, 
and that too from the same number of 
acres.

We havo not failed attention lo lliis fnrro 


because its history is peculiar, or bceansa its 
owner ii-or claims to l*>-a bolter farmer 
than many of his n«ighbon', but simply bo- 
catide it illmrtr»t«« the caw in hand, and 
shows what many dettiro lo know, how a 
poor farm may be mada into a good one. It 
also shows that good farming pays, and lhat 
money intelligently laid out for fertilizer!

Their diet should he Indian, oat, or 
barley meal, scalded in milk or water— the 
former is Ihe best, as it will expedite tha 
fattening process. They 
should be fed 


early iu the morning, at r.oon, and aUo iu 
the evening just before going to roost. A 
plentiful supply of pure fresh water— plenty 
of grave], sliced cabbago or turnip tops. If 
the fowls are required lo bo very fat, some 
trimmings of fresh million suet uiay bo 
chopped up ami scalded with their other 
feed, or Ibey may bo boiled in milk alone 
and poured over Iho meal. This renders 
Ihe flesh firmer tlian it otherwise would be. 
When fit to kill, feeding should be stopped 
for twelve hours or more, that the intes- 
tines may become comparatively emply.

looked upon 
EVS an oracle of agricultural 


- wisdom. Th6 farmer should not go to the 
editor to learn farming. Ho should acquire 
that, u other men learn their trades, by a 
regSUr, apprenticeship, or by obaerralion 
and stndy. But he necda the p'npcr to keep 
him posted iu that vhich neither his mas- 
ter nor the boots teach. They tench what 
is already known and has been for a lobg 
time. The paper should reflect the advance- 
steps as they arc taken day by day; and who 
mako these advances but the practical farm- 
ers themselves, and those *rho aro making 
special efforts toward knowledge? Is it not 
plain thkt that paper will bo the iiiost valua- 
ble which is made up largely of tho work 
of its readers? Editors naturally incline i to 
discdsa those subjects with.which they arc 
most familiar, or in which they nro most 
interested, and for this re von papers may 
have a tendency to lack variety nnd breadth 
of thought, but each reader rany contribute 
tohfepaper wh&t is of nw.t interest to 
himself, without tho least danger of wsirp- 
ing it or of getting itintonmt.
